The Sadden Inrasli of Water from an 
Old Workiiigr Outs Off 
All Escape. / 



The Slope Flooded to the Uouth, and 
None of the Bodies Yet 
Recovered. 



WillTJ! Havk.n, Pa., Feb. A terrible 
accident occurred at .leausville at 11 o'clock 
this niorninf}, in slope No. 10, operated by 
J. C. Hayden & Co., by which aeventeeu 
men lost their lives, being drowned like 
rats in a bole. The Working is situated 
over the old workings known as slope No. 
8, and worked out some years ac;o, which 
were tilled Avith water. The cauBc of the 
diaaater was the ilrillin^ of a hole through 
a pillar, wliich liberated an immense amount 
of water confined in tlie old workings. The 
water flooilcd all of the new workings, and 
all the men in that portion of the mine were 
drowned. 

L.\ti;r — At 11 o'clock this morning, while. 
C. lioyle and V. Uoal, of Lcvistou, were 
engaged in a drilling holu in their chamber, 
in the No. 10 alope of .1. C. Huy^n & Co-'s 
mine at .leanaville, they broke into the old 
No. 8, which was abaiuloiied five years ago, 
an<l which lias been idle and flcoded ta the 
mouth with water. William Urislin, a 
driver, was close by, and ho cried out, 
" Boys, for God's sake, run for your lives, 
or you will bo drowned." In a moment 
thereafter, the water came, and Urialin 
barely escaped with his life. Betide him, 
six others escaped. The waUr rose rapidly, 
and before any attempt could be made lo 
rescue any of the workmen, the alope, 
which is 624 feet deep, was flooded to the 
mouth and the rest were caught and 
drowned.. 

News of the disaster caused great excite- 
ment, and the mouth of tho slope was soon 
thronged with anxious families und rela- 
tives of the workmen and others. 'J'he 
heart-rending scenes enacted beggar de- 
scription. A large force of men wcro im- 
mediately put ivt work punipiug out the 
water. How long it will take is a question, 
since no defiuile idea of the volume olwater 
can be ascertained. 

STOKY OF THE DISASTBB. 

P>risHn, one of the men who escaped, said 
to A reporter : "I was waiting at tlie bot- 
tom of the slope for the .,tri|j|. tp come out. 
Suddenly I heard a loudL^^iae, and I 
thought it was tho trip coming 'otit. Then 
a frightful blast of wir.d came and knocked 
me down the gangway. The Wind bleiv niy 
lamp out. I tried to run for the slope, but 
stumbled and fell. Then John Boyle 
and .lolin Neems camo running oat. 
Neems' lainp was burning, and by aid of 
this we got to the slope. The water came 
pouring after us as we ran. When we not 
to tlio slope the light went out. We 
climbed up as fast as wo could, and the 
water camo rushing after us, rising very 
(|uickly. In live minutes the water raised 
2()S yards to tho mouth of the slope, the 
pitoli of which is S!l degrees. Many causes 
are advanced as to the cause of the groat 
disaster. .Some cliurge it to neglect to notify 
tlie workmen of the dangeions proximity of 
the water, us only a few of tlie old miners 
knew of the presence of the great body of 
water iu tlie old slope, and even those that 
knew of it, had no idea th::^) ( he workings 
w ere driven as near the waif. they were.

year, and it allows that largo numbers of 
tho most valtmblu class of iiiimigranta 
propoBu settling in Montana and Eastorn 
and Western Washington. 



CANADA AND THE U. 8.. ' 

How the Beclproclty Negotiationv Were 
BrpagUt Abo^t-rQrKac Britain 
^Oohralted. 

Ottawa, Feb. 4 — The manner in which 
the proposals of the Canadian govcrnnieDt, 
which wore printed to-day, came to be 
made to the United States government, are- 
as follows ; Several weeks ago negotiations 
were in progress betweou Newfoundland 
ond tho United iStutes looking to a reciproc- 
ity treaty. The Canadian government made 
representations that Canada should have 
the option of l>eing included in any ar- 
rangements with that colony. This con- 
tention was based on the solemn assurance 
given by the Newfoundland t;ovornment 
two or three years ago, and re- 
peated on snccessivo ocuasions, that 
il any special privileges were al- 
lowed any country in regard to the pur- 
chase of supplies and bait iu Newfound- 
land, such privileges should also bo granted 
to Canada. Tho Secretary of State for the 
United States, when he learned of the 
position of affairs, insisted that these 
negotiations should be carried on separate- 
ly. He intimated, however, that he would 
not be unwilling to enter into negotiations 
with Canada, but preferred, that they 
should be private and unoffioial. Tlio 
Dominion government thereupon aakod the 
Imperial authorities to remind Mr. Bluiue 
that Canada had always been ready for 
reciprocal urruugcments, and had made re- 
peated offers to that effect, which, however, 
bad been ignored or refused by the Unitucl 
States. It was further represented that 
the Dominion Government was willing, now 
that the overtures had been nuulo to them, 
to again negotiate, und that they would 
prefer that these negotiations should bo 
official, and under commission from tho 
British Coveniment. Mr. BLiine thereupon 
asked on what basis tho Doii'iiiioii (iovern- 
ment proposed to negotiate. The despatch 
sent to Lord Knutsford by tlie Governor- 
General, yealeMl.iy, i;i the rcjily of Sir John 
Mttcdonald to Mr. IJiaine uii this ijuestiun.

The Bill Provitllug' for a lloraan 
Catholic Lord Chancellor and 
Iri.sh Viceroy. 



The House Throuped to Listen to Mr 
Gladstoiie'H Advocacy of the 
Measure. 



London, Feb. 4. — Enormous crowds 
thronged the House of Parliament, to-day, 
to listen to Mr. Gladstone's advocacy of his 
bill to enable Roman Catholics to hold the 
offices of Lord Chancellor of the United 
Kingdom and Viceroy of Ireland. Mr. 
Gladstone was in fine form, and, throughout 
his speech, advocating tho second reading of 
his bill, be showed no signs of weakness or 
wavericg, tind he was apparently as fresh 
when he Bit down as when he began. A full 
House listened with the closest interest, 
and" hear, hears" and murmurs of satisfac- 
tion greeted hia - :BtHtement that ho was 
actuated by no.thoiighVjilfjdlsturbing the 
act of settlement or religious position of the 
sovereign. Ho Pointed ftut that a large 
majority of the Queen's subjects in Ireland 
were of the Roman Catholic faith, and that 
it 'Mraa on insult to them and showed lack of 
confidence in their loyalty to deny them 
the privilege of being governed by 
a Roman Catholic as the Qaeen'a represen- 
tative. He claimed that so far as the Lord 
(/haiicellor was concerned, his bill provided 
ample guarantees against any abuse of 'trust 
or injury to the established religion by u 
lioiiian (^'alholic lord chancellor.

He 
made an earnest and eliiquent .ippcal to 
parliament to complete the work by re- 
iiiovi.ig this last vestige of legal sligiiia 
on the grounil of religion. The 
Tories had come prepared to open 
their heaviest batteries on Gladstone's pro- 
position, and to take advautage of the feel- 
in;,'s which it had aroused, both among 
churchmen and non-conformists. Some 
t,urpriso was felt that Home .Secretary 
Matthews, a Roman Catholic member of 
the cabinet, should be present under the 
circumstances and listen in silence to the 
ficroo attacks upon his faith. While the 
Tory speakers abstained from religious or 
dogmatic argument, they insisted that the 
security of the empire demanded that the 
established and fundamentalj institutions 
should not be tampered with. They 
referred to the recent Irish elec- 
tions as proof of the political powers of 
the priests over the electorate in Ireland, 
and of the necessity that the sovereign's re- 
presentative in Ireland should bo iu re- 
ligious sympathy with tho sovereign. As 
to the li'rd chancellor, it was argued tluit 
his duties brought him into iiit imate rela- 
tions with the Kstablished Church, and that 
the reatrietions which Mr. ( Wadstone's bill 
[irovideii for a Roman t'atliolic lord chan- 
cellor would be ri|uiva!eiit to a suspension 
of that nnieu while nominally held by a Ro- 
man Catholic. The defeat of ihe bill was a 
for(!gone cnncbisioii, but all parties agree 
that liladstone made a splendid fight.

A coiitrrivorsy of more tliiin ordiiiiiiy 
iiiipi'i'tiiiicu is just now being carried on 
be;wee;i I'l-ofcssor 1 1. W. Elliott, of the 
,Sinilli.-ii'iii.in liiatitute, niul Judge Jumuh 
(J. Swan, of I'ort Towiiseiid, rogiirding the 
birth of fur soals. The former asserts 
that the breeding prrounds of the seal are 
uii tlio PribyloiF Islands, and there aloiic, 
and argues that to provenb the exterinin- 
atioii of the seals the closing of Bcli- 
ring's Sea becomes a necessity. In re- 
ply, .lud'.;e Swan, who is a reliable iiiitli- 
ority on liali luid niiiiine life, nil alone 
the I'aeilio, of which he has made a close 
stud}', denies the truth of the state- 
ment, and says that the fur seals breed 
all along the coast, and tlie United States 
cannot, for the reason quoted, declare 
ISehring's Sea a mare cluitsnm. 

As the discussion has a very iiiat(>rial 
hearing upon the Behring's .Sf,i (lULSiinu, 
clo.-iO atteutiiin has been jiaid to it hy the 
\'iutoria sealing men, who are un- 
animous in etjrruborating the assi.Tiions 
made hy Judge Swan. That gentleman 
writes to a Vietoria friend, stating that, 
in all [irohability, a s])ceial congres.sii iial 
conUnisHiiiu will .shiirtly visit I'ort 'I'owns- 
eiid anil \'icl(jvia to investigate the truth 
of the stalenients coiit.ained in his letler.s 
to the proas. He concludes his letter in 
the following sentences : " 1 liaveat last 
got the press aroused, and we will heat a 
tattoo in the ears of the mooibers of uon- 
gress that will cause thorn to wake up to 
tiio great wrong that has been done 
A morican interests ami the general puh- 
li<:, just to siif.tain a monopoly. 1 contend 
tliat the iicean i.s as free as the air, and 
neither tlui Amei ican nor any ol her gov- 
ernniont has any more right to legislate 
about the soals in the ocean than the wild 
geoso in the air. " 

In view of the interest felt in the mat- 
ter by Victoria scalers, the opinion of a 
few (if their number is worthy of being 
recorded. 

Capt. J, D. Warren, president of the 
.Sealers' Association, Hays: "1 haven't tlie 
slightest doubt but what the judge is (|uite 
right. Lust year was the lir.sl that 1 
niado any inquiry into the ([uestion of 
the breeding place of the seals ; I found 
them during the season all along the 
coast, ns far south us thetjueoii Uharlotle 
Islands. There 1 saw many young seals 
Hwimming around with their nioLher.s, in- 
dicating that the seals nuist breed either 
on the kolp or iiahore. They could never 
havi? coino down i,400 miles from the 
PribyiofT Islands. Wo call a good many of 
the fur seals "kelpera," from their cus- 
tom of drawing them.selves out on tlie 
patches of kulp, where I've (jften seen 
them. The story that a now-born seal 
^ill sink like a stone, has been oxpt^ed 
lonf; ogo.

tivoly cheap. Flour and meal are active; 
smoked and salt meats, butter and cheese 
are alike fairly plentiful and at moderate 
prices. 

Butchers' meats are getting scarcer, and 
in conac(|uenee ar^ suUiiig a trifle higher.

And thoy gut 
it. Now, tlioro sliould be reciprocity in 
this business. If public men find thoy 
cannot got on without tho help of tho 
press, they Bhould. .be_reiidy to. tre^t tho 
press fairly oind vto sjfe ".that? the., law is 
such that they are iidt. exposed' to annoy- 
ing prosecution in the performance wf 
their duties. 



" THROWN OUT." 

The lion. Mr. Boiiveii's 1)111 was 
hustled out of tlio Housb very uncere- 
moniously. Was tliis because its ineni- 
bora consider tho present law what it 
ought to he, or was it becnuso the}' 
believe tiiat «ny kind of treatment is 
good enough for the netrspapcrs '! The 
memben who hare studied tho . subject 
tiiiust know that the law of libel in tliis 
province is a long ■way behind public 
opinion. Thtjy kntjw tliat, from a strictly 

-legal point of view, the nuwspapcr press 
exists (in Hufl'erance. They will have to 
admit that, if tho law was cuTied out or 
if juries could be prevailed upon to cany 
it out to ita full oxteiit, thoio is not a 
newspaper proprietor in the country who 
wul'! "ot bv '-clugcd wi'h frivolous and 
Volatious pl'o6ecUtioiW. This being tho 
case, one would suppose that our legis- 
lators, seeing that the Press had grown 
strong to be^ fettered hy tho bonds 

;iha!fc men of a less enlightened and a less 
liberal ag^ had forged to fetter it, would 
make a virtue of necessity and <;ive the 
province a libel law in accordance with 
the spirit of tho age and suited to the 
circumstances of tho country. This 
is what has been done in Un- 
Jtf^rio, and ^'lii^t ^il'i no doubt, 

t)e' done here, The onactment of a 
reasonable and fair libel law is merely a 
question of time. We believe that when 
the matter is duly considered by the 
gentleniRn »ho form tho present logia'a- 
ture, a larga majority of tiiein will see 
that the existintJ law of libel is a very long 
way behind the age, that it is cumbrous 
and unjust and urgently requires to bo 

.tepUeed by .4k better one. 
: Vfe are sorry that the Attorney- 
General withdrew his promise, to brine; 
in a bill taken from tho libel law of 
bntsrio. The Ontario law is good enough 
for British Columbia. I t, while it pro- 
tects charactui- and busineas, gives tho 
publisher the roasonablo degree of pro- 
tection he ro!iuires in ordei- to give tho 
pablic the iiowa it deiiiai.da. \Vo trust 
that, notwitlistiindiiig his disclaimer, ho 
will see his way during the present ses- 
sion to introduce a libel bill, similar in 
its provisions to that which is in force in 
Ontario. 

We need not V<! reminded that many 
newspapers abuse tho privileges thoy en- 
joy. They are far from being either fair 
or courteous in their criticisms of public 
men, and they publish much tliAt 
should not appear in a periodical 
rend by all, old nnd young, nialo 
and female. But it is iinpossiblo lo make 
laws that can teach good manners and 
fairaess tu men who are, at the same 
time, boorish and malignant. Coarse and 
lill-naturcd people are to be found every- 
< where, and no law that was ever made 
can compel them to be courteous and fair- 
minded. Su h ))er9ons will act out tlioir 
nature, nnd Ihey can only be eorrectod 
nnd refined by tho gonoral tone of society. 
When tho coinniunity will not toloratu 
coarseness ami vulgarity in newspapers, 
they will coinc neiirer what they oii!,'liLtii 
be in both niaiuior and matter. Thcrt' 
lia.s been a f{roat iuiprovemont in the 
tone of tho now8pa])ur jiross of Canada ot 
lato yearn, and, wo bolievo, that as time 
progresses they will approach still nearer 
'to tho highest si ttudard. 

But, thduGch' newspapers are to 
public mon occasionally exceedingly 
[aggravating, thoy are found to be veiy 
'Useful, indeed, both to thoni and to the 
'community. There is not a ))ublic man 
in Canada who is nut greatly induhtod to 
tho press ;|o( the influenoe he wields. 



REBUKED. 

It is quite evident that tho proajicct of 
a general election haa idled the Opposition 
politicians with consternation. While 
the appeal to the people appeared to be 
ill the distance, they wore very valiant. 
Thoy dec'ared that they were ready for 
the fight, let Sir John' bring on the elec- 
tions whenever he pleased. But, as soon 
as it was seen that the Government in- 
tended to take them at their word, they 
botjan I o complain and to whine. They 
oven went so far — these men calling 
thonisolvea Liberals — as to contend that 
the Governor-General should disregard 
tho advice of his Cabinet, and refuse to 
dissiilve P.'irlianient before the census was 
taken. The IVIontreal Witness which, 
whatever else it may be, is plucky and 
independent, had an answer for these 
chicken-hearted howlers. It said : 

"Tho Liberol papers seem to think 
that the Governor-General would bo jus- 
tified in refusing todisaolvo the House on 
tho advice of hia iniinstera. Xo Liberals 
but Canadian ones would take such 
ground. The representative of the 
Crown ahould have very clear evidence 
of the evil and unpopularity of dissolving 
parliament before refusing to accept tho 
advice of his niinistera upon that of all 
questions. Ministers who are very will- 
ing, nay, anxious, to appeal to the |)eo- 
pie, are exactly those whose advice the 
Crtjwn should bo cireful about rejecting. 
To disregard the advice ot ministers 
afraid to go to the people at the polls, but 
determined to cling to office, may become 
a duty which the Crown owes to its sub- 
jects, but to refuse to dissolve parliament 
is a duty likely only to arise in the case 
of a Cioverninont defeated in tho H"uh'! 
iiniiiediatoly after a general election." 

Tins well-dosurved rebuke, coming from 
a Liberal, is very efl'cctive. The di.s- 
tinelion which the Witness draws be- 
tween Liberals and " Canadiiiii Libortds " 
is tho reverse of complimentary to tho 
" Grits." 



courts. The workingnieu in the unions 
in their war againab tho '^rorkiugmen out- 
side tho unions do not meet with the 
sympathy from tho public that Ihcy do in 
their contests with thoir einpioyora for 
shorter hours and moro pay. Tho public 
ahiiust iiistitictively make tho same dis- 
tinction between the two kinds of 8';rikes 
iis tiio Recorder, L i.ijied in the law, does. 
It aeeiu.s to thoni lidi'd that working-men 
should light agiiinst workingmen, and 
snatch, as it wore, tho bread from each 
others nioutha. 



AN UNEXPECTED DEQISIOIS. 

k decision was lately given by the 
Recorder of Plymouth with respect to 
strikes of a certain kind, which will be 
sure to cause a good deal of tliscussimi. 
This was the case on which the decision 
was given. A Mr. Treleaven, a coal mer- 
chant, employed four gangs of porters to 
unload his colliers. One of these gani^s 
was composed of non-uuion men. The 
unions decided that Mr. Treleaven should 
be requested to discharge the non-union 
men, and, if ho should refuse, tho men 
belonging to tho unions sh"uld strike 
work. Three of the secretaries of the 
unions to which tiio portefi) bolyngcd 
were deputed to make this doninion 
known to the employer, ond if 
ho did not accede to the 
terms of the Utiion they wore to tell 
the union men to knock off work. The 
merchant would not discluiige the non- 
union men. The secretaries then went to 
tho wharf and, in the presence of Mr. 
Treleaven, addressed tho union porters 
in the following terms : 

" Inasmuch as Mr. Treleaven still in- 
sists upon employing non-union men, wo, 
your olHcials, call upon all union ineti to 
leave their work, use no violence, use no 
immodei ate language, but quietly leave 
work and go home." 

Tho men did as they were requested. 
The merclmnt proceeded against the sec- 
rotariea under the law which forbid.s in- 
timidation. The trial cauio on and 
each of tho secretaries was fined £20, 
or one hundred dollars. The Recorder's 
decision is described as an elaborate 
and careful piece of reasoning," which 
"betrays no trace of prejudice, and is 
pervaded throughout by a judicial 
Bpirit." It seems that tho Recorder treat- 
ed tho subject as a lawyer dealing with 
a question of law, pure and simple. Mia 
judgment contains the following pas- 
sage : — 

*' 1 am of opinion that a strike by tho 
members of a trado union for the purpose 
of increasing their wages or altering tho 

condition of their eniployinent is lawful, 
unless accompanied by violence i r intimi- 
dation . , . but tl«it a strike for the i)ur- 
p(r30 of coniiielliiig eniployera not to em- 
ploy other portion.'i, or lo al or the terms 
of employment of such other persons, is 
illegal, and renders all persons engaged 
ill it liable to proceedings under this sec- 
tion" (.Section 7 of the Cinsjiiracy and 
Protection cjf Properly Acl , LSTo). 

'i'lio iioiindiioss of this decision will be 
questioned in all parts of llic Uritish l']in- 
pire. Tho movement "gainst non-union 
men, or, as they are termed in Australia, 
" free laborers," is called New Un^or^-^ 
ism.-" The attempt to coinpol all worl?- 
in^mon tu enter tho unions has failed in 
Australia.

A COMMON-aENSJS VJEW..^ ; 

The London Times takes 'a common- 
sense view of tiie latest phase of the 
Bohring's Sea controversy. It contends 

that tho queation which tho Supremo 
Court is called upon tu decide, is one of 
law, and it involves questions which are 
expressly reserved by tho Constitution for 
tho Federal tribunal. 

" The proceedings against the sealers 
in Behring'a Sea," it says, "have arisen 
ou^ of the fishery laws passed by the 
Federal Legislature and out of tho 
treaty of cession, by which the rights of 
Russia woro transferred to tho Federal 
(iovernment. Those laws and treaty 
rights, as interproted by tho authorities 
at Washington, have been enforced by the 
exercise of maritime jurisdiction. The 
United States are called on to defend 
tliftt action as in accord with laws and 
treaties, subject to the eonstructiun of 
the Supromu Court, which, however, 
never decides except in a coiiereto case. 
It can liar ily be contended in tlieso cir- 
cumstances that tho application, though 
the court niiij' decliiio to necede to it, WuS 
not a perfectly juatiliable one. " 

The result has shown that the Supreme 
Court tooic the same vieu of the case as 
the Times did. It coiiiidercJ that it ia 
one with which it has the power to deal, 
and it, c<inse(iuently, granted what the 
counsel for tho owners of the W, P, Say- 
ward asked for. 

Many of the American newspapers have 
taken umbrage at what the Times said 
about the eonsequonces of the Supromo 
Court's deci-sion. There is nothing ofl'en ■ 
-live in what it .say:) on Lh;it subject, Tho 
reader must bear in mind that neither 
tho Government of (ireafc Britain nor the 
Govornmotit of Cauida is a jiarty to tho 
suit. Both (lovernuitiits arc in the posi- 
tion of 3poctat<u'8, nothing more. They 
are both iiiterostod in the result, but 
they are not in court, and will not he 
directly afTected by tho decision. Thi.s, 
our American nuighbors, vhen they are 
indignant over the Times' article, appear 
to forget. This is what the Times says 
about the way in which Great Britain, 
and, of course, Canada also, will be af- 
fected by the decision ; 

" In this country tho judgment of the 
Supreme Court of tho United Stiites, 
which has prcsorvud a most creditable 
st'indard of indopciidonoo and erudition, 
and which i.l composed of lawyers who, 
by their traditions and training under the 
Federal system, have Iiful peculiar op 
portunities of becoming fiiuiiliar with the 
doctrines of international law, will be re- 
ceived with respect. A decision, indeeH 
upon the merits of the case altogothor i.i 
favor of Mr. Blaine's contentions would 
in no sense be binding upon us, though it 
would no doubt strengthen Mr. Blame's 
hand in the negotiation, On the other 
hand, the grant of a writ of prohibition 
would put an end to Jlr. IMaiiie'a policy 
at a stroke. An adverse decision of 
tho Supremo Court transcends all other 
authorities wiMiin its proper sphere," 

Th6 efioct of till) dooisiott Ail Mr. 
Blaine's contention and on the claims 
made by United States statesmen, would 
be the same if the British Government 

hold aloof and refused to countenance the 
owners of the W. P, Sayward in any 
way. The effect ivotild bo precisely tho 
same if thi* suitor was a United States 
citizen. Although tho British (iovorii- 
nient might be ccrtiin of its ground 
and les.s dispo.sed to contest the claims of 
the United .States to exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over Bohring's Sea, it the Supreme 
Court upholds the dfoision of the Alaska 
Court, no one capable of reasoning would 
contend that the decision would be bind- 
ing on Great Britain. The Americans 
who arc angry becanso the Times says 
what all must .-idiiiit to be true and 
reasonable, do not give thoniEclTes timo 
to think.

The return presented to the House, yes- 
terday, in regard to the sloop Hesperus, 
shows that she had been seized in northern 
waters on suspicion of selling liquor to In- 
dian ; but that ic was then discovered she 
had been engaged in the halibut fishery. 

In conversation (he Independents are 
never slow to declare their intentioa 
of abstaining /rom dead issues or of resur- 
recting the mouldy volumes of ancient his- 
tory.

Strait, a linn from Soittlo to somd harbor I KHmti 
on the Alaskan coast will lie bliilt and 
steamers will ply between that port and

He (-.plained how the 
colonists of Russia were good fanners, but 
that they were hinged in on all sides 
from civilization. The Caucasian Russians 
are the only white people in the world that 
really cnnipare with the Knglish. 
Russia has u standing army of 2,000,- 
01)1) men, and, if necessary, could 
increase it to 0,000,000. She has a 
popuhilion of 100,01)0,000 men, who are 
nine months out of tho year imprisoned, so 
to speak. Husaia is pushing her way to th; 
sea board, and ere long will force her way 
through. St. Petersburg, the metropolis of 
Russia, is crowded with people, who rush 
from nil parts to partake of the winter fes- 
tivities. The predomii ant color in Russia 
is rod, and to see red hats, uoat^ and trous- 
ers is not at ull uncommon. He explained 
the different classes in Rusfian society, and 
that the poorer classes lived in the largest 
houses, and ihut they curried their own 
beds with thoni, and paid one shilling a 
week for tho use of a corner of a room. .St. 
Petersburg ia built up of very large build- 
ings, but land could be bought for much less 
than $,3,000 per foot (laughter). People 
were of the opinion thul Russians were dirty 
people; this is a mistake, as a weekly four 
o'clock bath is tho custom of the country. 
The houses in Russia are built very warm, 
and the rouiiu' are turnishe<l iu tlui most 
sumptuous style; high, heavy mouldings, 
mirrtrs, etc., and house phmtsi arc to he 
found in every dwelling. A Russian gentle- 
man can speak six languages, pl iy the liildle, 
hut can't earn money. (Laughter.) The 
poorer classes in Russia wash their faces 
and hands iu a most peculiar fashion. .'\ 
cup full of water is procured and a mouth- 
ful is blown into their hands until their 
faces are clean. Umbrellas are not used in 
lluBsia, ami a very amusing tale was told of 
a young lady who iirsl used one. The 
women work iu the fields at ploughing and 
rea[)ing, and tho men engage iu hunting, 
shooting, etc. A great many holidays are 
nh-ierved. As Mr. Wolley described it, 
there .iro fifteen more holidays ibuii tl-.crc 
are dnya in the year — (laughter)- the priii 
cipal festivala being (;iiristin;is ami IC.i-iter. 
Tlut churches are built like cathedrals and 
there are no pews, and all stand up during 
service. He referred to the late Czar 
Alexander and to I'etc'- the (J real. The 
latter, be said, lived iu a humble cottiige 
that would he rented iu this city for ahi.ul 
SI,') per month, and remarked that he was 
tho greatest king that ever lived, and a 
great example to his people. Tho press re- 
ports that reach America are sorely niis- 
repreaented. There is no question hut that 
the government is as base as ills possible 
to be, but, at the same time, he admired 
the nation. Many incidental stories were 
brought in to mako the lecture laughable, 
and, in closing, the lecturer said that we 
should have u kindly feeling for the Uus- 
aians, and that the lady that never left the 
side of the Czir and ran all tho risks he 
r in, a devoted lady, f earless and true as any 
wife in our own fair city, was ti-iter to her, 
who is Kiigland's pride, will, one day, if it 
please Cod, ho oiJr gracious Queen. A vole 
of thanks was granted to Mr. Wolley for 
his interesting and instructive lecture that 
was so much enjoyed by all.

It was moved that tho communication 
bo referred to the assosamont and license 
oommittes for report, and an amondmeut 
was offered by Aid. Renouf and Munn to 
refer the question to tho special comniit- 
tee named to meet the Provincial Gov- 
ernmeut in reference to necessary amend- 
ments to the Municipalities Act. 

Aid. Ronouf was in favor of tho erasure 
of tho clause inipusing tho tax on com- 
mercial travoleifc. He thought that the 
Board of Trade represented tho people, 
and tho people wanted tho tax removed. 

Aid. Robort-ion did not want to see the 
tax on travelers removed. It was un- 
just to tho resident business men to 
allow transients to enjoy trading privi- 
leges here, and pay nothing towards tho 
jnaintenance of the city. Jf the travel- 
lers' tiix went, the trades' licenses .should 
go too. 

Aid. Smith supported tho original mo- 
tion. 

Aid. Coughlan advised a conferoiico 
with the business men of tho city. The 
tax had been imposed by request of the 
business men, and if they now wanted it 
removed, lio was agreeable. Dia own 
opinion was, ho^rovor, that the imposi- 
tion of a ta.x was fair to bjth parties. 

Mayor (Jrant thought that thin matter 
-was one which called for serious consid- 
eration. Tlio question was really whether 
tho imposition of the tax was or was not 
good jiolicy. 

Aid. Hunter iras in favor of the impo- 
sition of the tax, altiiough ho did not aay 
that the amount should remain us now, 
■one hundred dollars. The principle was 
-sound. No one slmuld have thu 
.right to come here and com- 
pete with the traders of the city, 
without paying his share of tho taxes. If, 
however, tho commercial men of Victoria 
declared against tiiu ta.\, lie would do 
his best to si.-cure its repeal. Ho could 
iKjt accejit a resolution of tho Board of 
Trade as expressing the voice of the peo- 
ple. Tho resolution might have been 
passed a few. He would like to havt! 
tho matter referred for consideration to 
tin; commercial men of tiie city. 

Aid. Miiiiii could never seo the use of 
^lU'tiiig the cominercial travellers on tlie 
s>inie footing as Chinamen, in the inattur 
of a poll tax. 

The amendment was defeated, and the 
ori{;inal motion adopted.

' and Towels.

"What class of mnn pay you lirst?" 
was tho qU(M-y of a Cincinnati 'I'inics- 
.Star roporter to Charloy, Iho fat boot- 
black at tho Gibson House. "Well, 1 
; guess drummors. 1 havo bad diummors 
como in after male inj,' a good salo. nnd 
tbt'y would got cleaned up and sliiiiod 
up, and hand mo ;v quarter and roCuso 
tho clianpo. I tell you tboro's iiothin' 
too good for aflrummor whon bo's mado 
a dandy sale. Some won tho nioro tlioy 
got tho moanor thoy tjot, but not your 
commevoial travolor. He's a dandy 
OTOry ti'nio; And thon I liavo regular 
customcr.s of gentlcmon about town. 
Govurnor Foralcor conie.s in. Ho want.s 
a good sliiiin, pays foi' it, and goes away 
satisliod. Somotimo.s wo liavc a man 
como in who objects to paying ten cents, 
thinks a nlokol enough, and will stand 
and arguo the caso with you. Why, It 
takes nearly a dime's worth of 'blacking 
to got around some men's foot. 

"Sometimes men tliink this is in- 
cluded in the board, and insist on not 
paying for it. I have had men como 
in bore, walk up to tho stand, cock up 
their foot, get out a brush, opon tlio 
blaok4ng-box, and proceed to shino 
their own shoos. When I get over be- 
ing paralyzed a I llieir gall 1 toll them 
to got up on tli(^ cliair and ril blacken 
their shoos; tliat I inako my living that 
way. I had a follow do that on mo one 
day, and when I saw bo was about r-iin- 
ing my brushes rubbing tho mud oC, I 
told him to put it down, and ho did, and 
declared ho would report mo. 1 told 
him to go ahead and report. 1 was look- 
ing out for my own properly. 1 guoss 
ho changed liis mind. Cincinnatians 
are 'purty' well shod as a rule, 'llioy 
wear 'purty' nice shoes. How many 
towels aro used hero in a day? Throo 
or four hundred. Sometimes we have 
to change them after onco using. 

"'tVliy, I've seen men oome in bore, 
walk up and down till they saw a good, 
clean towel and thon stand and wip(> tlic 

■ perspiration and dirt off their faces. 
They will wipe and thon look at tho 
towel, and tJien wipe again and look, 
just to see ham much dirt ooraes off. Of 
course that towel has to como down. 
No, tboy don't think of washing 
tho dirt off; they want to soo 
how mi.'ch dirt they can got oil 
on tho towel. They take a dry wash. 
How many men como in hero to 
wash aro guests at tho hotel? Not half 
of 'em. AVby, we've put men out of 
bore often, liogular loafers, you know. 
These bum politicians about town are 
the worst. Got a gall? Well, haven't 
thoy? We stand 'era as long as wo can 
and thon run 'em out. Why, foUors 

■ como in hero who carry off soap. That's 
don*' nearly every day. JJoforo wo had 
~ "6 hair brushes and combs fastened 
with rings, just hooked on, they used to 
carry thorn away. Why, there are fellers 
who como In tioro wlio would carry oft 
the wash-stand if it wasn't fastened. 

"There aro fellers who noTor seo any 
soap until they conro in here, and then 
sometimes wo don't aoe it when they're 
gono. Then a good many men don't 
half wash. Thoy will just wet tho dirt 
on their bands and face, and thon rub it 
off on tho towel. A man carao in hero 
the other day, sot down his aachol, 
opened It, took out his brush and black- 
ing and proceeded to shino 'em up him- 
self. I told him I could do it bettor 
than he could. Well, he 'reckoned not,' 
and flnished tho job — made a good one 
of it, too; and thon ho had mo brush 
him oil nicely all over, and paid me just 
the same as though I had blacked his 
shoes, and then he walked away. Fanny 
fellow, wasn't ho? But you oughtto soo 
the towels fly when tho races aro on and 
the hotel is crowded, and especially at 
night, when thoy como back from the 
races all dusty and begrimed from head 
to foot. 

"Then wo havo to hustle up the clean 
towels. But they're good fellow.'} to 
p.-vy. I'll bet this is tho most popular 
wash-room in town. Bet more men 
wash hero in a day than at any place in 
town. It's right hero on one of the 
busiest streets, in tho center of tho 
town, and no trouble to drop in. Thon 
thoro is hot and cold water, and they 
cansrot agood shine, and in fiyo min- 
utes they can go out again like new 
men. A good wash braces a man up. 
There, s(!0 that fellow. Wipe tho dirt 
oil; never wash; that towol was just put 
up, but down she comes," and so 
Charloy and bis partner kept going all 
day long, taking down and hanging ap 
towels, rubbing off tho splashed marblo 
wash-stands, taking the soap out of the 
water, emptying tho bowls and keep- 
ing the wash-room tho "slickest-look- 
ing place in town."

genuine if he saw It.

AGRICULTURE. 



To THt; Editor:— 1 havo read with in- 
terest tho letter headed " As;riculture in 
British Columbia" in your paper of ."^Oth 
ult. It eeeniB to me that a successful 
deld is opened up to private enterprise 
rather thau for a government undertak- 
ing. 

If Binio of the canitilista of tho jiro- 
vince were to furm a comjiany to take up 
large tracLs of land, dividing them into 
farnia of from ICO to 200 acres, and clear- 
ing on c*cli farm aomo 30 to 40 acres — 
utilizing the timber where possible— they 
should be able to realize a lai^e return on 
their outlay, and if they encouraged the 
ri^'ht class of men to take them up, 
would, vtliilo benehtting themselves, be 
doing an iuestiinablc good to tho pru- 
vincc. 

A i)wrti<>u of land could bo reserved in 
each tract for a townsite, in which tho 
li ts would steadily increase in value. 

Such li company, if well orgaui/.ed, and 
with fluflicient capital, could clour the 
land at a much cheaper rato than would 
bo possible to individual Bottlers, and tbe 
government could well aflford to give 
every assistance by making good roads 
and accurate maps, etc. 

A word as to one class of men 
much needed. There are in tho 
old country tliousands of men wlio 
linve what is a tmall income there, 
not allowing lliom to live as their rela- 
tives and friends du, but which wudd 
aflbrd comparative alUuonco in British 
Columbia. Retired otlicers, briefless 
barristers, merchants and otjiers, whoso 
business in these changing times does not 
pr.y for the risk, many of those, with a 
fair knowledge of farming and plenty of 
energy, wore sufficient inducemunts 
given, and tho chances hero for tliein- 
selvOQ and their families fully jilaced be- 
fore tlieii), would come out and take up 
sucli jiartly cleared farms as 1 have sug- 
gested. 

if n dozen or so of auch families wore 
settled in one nQii(hborliood, they would 
have innumerable ndvnntages, social and 

ethorn-iso, and coukl lead pleasant and 
protitablo lives. 'I'liero u-(juld also be 
work for many professional men, lawyer.-^, 
ductur.s, arehilect.'s, etc., ami tlin iieeea- 
tary laborer.'! would follow tbe Bettliii;^ in 
our midst of such men bringing with 
them a fev thousand sounds apiece. 
Tlio province would also bo a direct 



gainer by tho onhaiieing in value of tho 
Hurrouiidiiiy 1iim<1 — ji jiortinn uf wliicli 

\ could bo re.'iurvcd from sale for a time, 
and the indirect gain in production, in-
